TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—We read in the Irish Times of the 28th 
inst. an article on the expected epidemic of 
influenza. We do not wonder that Dubliners 
should contemplate with fear any epidemic 
sweeping over the city, though the “ man-in- 
the-eireet ” hardly knows the greet danger. 
But the sanitary authorities de: they know 
that there are two houses in Little Digges 
street and one in Mercer etreet where the 
water has been cut off, and every drop of water 
for flushing the drains, cooking and cleansing 
purposes, has to be fetched from some neigh- 
bouring house. Tho refuse from these housed 
is thrown anywhere. This dirty corner is in 
the heart of the city, hidden away by the tall 
houses in St, Stephen's Green. 

There are many more euch dirty cornere 
tucked away. Behind Merrion equare, aud be- 
tween Lower and Upper Mount street and the 
canal, is a Jarge equare area of terrible slums, 
with little sanitation and water. Many of the 
people living in the big houses, and acting aa 
ecreens to these slum quarters, I believe do 
not realise the situation. If public opinion were 
alive, it could do much. Will it awaken when

“tweed,” and have never seen Scotland, are 
sold at grossly excessive prices. Any effort to

only of houses for the working class, which form 
part of a housing scheme of the local authority, 
but in the interest of ali housing construction, 
including that for the middle classes. 

The regulations do not attempt to define 
“luxury building.” The local authority will 
have merely to determine whether a building ie 
delaying housing, and whether it is of more im- 
portance that this building or new houses should 
be erected. On this second point many diff- 
cult questions may crise, and it is suggested 
that the local authority should exercise its 
powers with the greatest cireumspection. A 
new factory, for example, means more work, 
more wages, and more production, and its con- 
struction should only be prohibited or delayed 
with the greatest diffidence. On the other hand, 
if there are no vacent houses in the district, 
and new labour is likely to be attracted to the 
factory, with the result that overcrowding 
would be aggravated, it might well be that the 
building of the new factory or a proportion of 
the new building should be held over. 


APPEAL TRIBUNAL. 

A notice to restrain building is subject to ap- 
peal to the Ministry of Health, and to hear ap- 
peals and decide in any disputed easa the 
Ministry has set up a tribuna! which will con- 
sist of five members—a chairman, most likely a 
man of legal training; two . representing the 
Building Resettlement Committee, one from 
the side of the employers and the other from 
that of the employed; and two representing re- 
spectively the local authorities and the busi- 
ness men. The tribunal will sit at the Minis- 
try of Health, Whitehall. The appeal process 
will be quick, occupying only a few dave for 
each stage.
